“We have requested CCTV 
footage from the train and are 
making inquiries to try to iden¬ 
tify the women responsible. 
Please get in touch if you know 
who they are, or have any in¬ 
formation that could help us.”

I feel ecstatic 
about it.

Torchbearers will begin 
their journeys from May 19 
through to July 27 when the 
torch arrives at the Olympic 
stadium for the lighting of 
the cauldron at the opening 
ceremony.

The torch will be in 
Kingston for about one 
hour and 20 minutes be¬ 
fore it is handed over to 
neighbouring Richmond 
at about 9.45am. 

Jerry Irving, interim 
chief executive of the 
Kingston Chamber of 
Commerce, stressed the 
importance of businesses 
planning ahead. 

He said: “Businesses are 
being encouraged to plan 
ahead to get supplies and 
extra stock to take advan¬ 
tage of the thousands of 
visitors to the area and 
the potential increase in 
sales. 

“Inevitably there will be 
disruptions with traffic 
restrictions and road clo¬ 
sures but this is with any 
sporting event.

Kingston Mosque trial 


Nine men face charges of attacking Kingston Mosque 


Defendants’ evidence 
could have been lost

Evidence in the Kingston Mosque 
attack trial may have been de¬ 
stroyed by Kingston police’s 
property store, a court has heard. 

Nine men denied being part of a 
violent mob that chanted English 
Defence League (EDL) slogans as 
elderly worshippers cowered in¬ 
side Kingston Mosque during the 
attack on November 21, 2010. 

Lead detective in the case De¬ 
tective Sergeant Andrew Morrow 
told Kingston Crown Court evi¬ 
dence including clothing taken 
from three of the defendants and 
two sticks recovered at the 
mosque, could not be found. 

He said it appeared another de¬ 
tective who took the evidence 
from those three defendants had 
agreed their destruction earlier 
this year. 

Earlier in the trial the men ac¬ 
cused of the attack told police 
they had come to the town for a 
peaceful EDL protest against ex¬ 
tremist Islam. 

In a police interview Terry 
Earl, who was arrested walking 
away from East Road, said he got 
detached from his friend, fol¬ 
lowed a group out of the King’s 
Tun pub up Richmond Road 
thinking they were going to the 
station before seeing “carnage”, 
the court heard. 

He said: “I just saw things hap¬ 
pening. I was taken in by it all. 
Your body just freezes and you 
don’t know what happened. I 
can’t believe that was a mosque.” 

The court was also shown 
CCTV footage from inside Tesco 
Metro which they claimed was 
defendant David Morris buying 
the bacon later thrown at the 
mosque. 

In his police interview he told 
police he had stood on the oppo¬ 
site side of the road to the 


mosque with a friend but walked 
off when others started throwing 
stones, shouting and throwing 
food. 

He said: “I was there when it 
kicked off but I didn’t do nothing. 
I was just like looking on. It ain’t 
right, is it really?”

Wallace, 19, of Shepperton, 
Terry Earl, 32, of Northolt, Adam

and James Stacey, 19, of Shepper¬ 
ton, all deny violent disorder, af¬ 
fray and racially-aggravated 
damage.

Mosque accused denies telling lies 


A man accused of taking part in 
an attack on Kingston Mosque 
denied making up lies to clear 
his name, a court has heard. 

The prosecution claimed all 
nine men on trial at Kingston 
Crown Court could be identified 
on CCTV walking toward the 
mosque in a large group on 
November 21, 2010. 

Martin Pottle, 23, of Feltham, 
interrogated by police on Jan¬ 
uary 6, 2011, was accused in his 
interview of making up a story 
about walking to Sainsbury’s 
with a friend, whose name he 
could not remember, so his 
friend could top-up his phone. 

During the interview he was 
shown a photograph of a man 
who police suggested was wear¬ 
ing a hooded jacket similar to 
his, but Mr Pottle said he was 
wearing a hooded jumper, not a 


hooded jacket, the court heard. 

After being told by one of the 
interviewing officers: “I don’t 
believe a word you’re saying,” 
he replied: “If I was going to do 
anything... would I have had my 
hood down?” 

Alfie Wallace, 19, of Shepper- 
ton, made no comment to police 
questions at first after 
his arrest on December 
7, 2010. 

He denied an image of 
a man on a still from 
CCTV footage was him 
when shown it by police, 
the court heard. 

Asked about why 
people in the CCTV 
footage might be cover¬ 
ing their faces, he said: 

“It’s cold.” 

Jordan Ellingham, 21, 
of Feltham, said he went 


on the march to be “a bit patri¬ 
otic”, heard people say “let’s go 
to the mosque” and was “in¬ 
trigued” so went to East Road, 
the jury heard. 

The trial continues.

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Concerns raised at inquest 


The River Thames claimed two lives on 
the warm weekend last year, sparking ur¬ 
gent calls for greater river safety, which 
were renewed during the inquest. 

William Carus, 17, died after his boat 
capsized during Richmond Canoe Club’s 
annual regatta in Twickenham, the day 
after Mr Newman got into difficulty 
swimming in Kingston. 

The two deaths came three months 
after law student Niall Pawsey, 20, 
drowned when he swam in the Thames 
after drinking in the Kingston Mill pub. 


It also came six weeks after staff from 
Teddington lifeboat station helped train 
bar and restaurant staff from the steps 
where Mr Newman entered the water. 

During the inquest, Mr Newman’s 
mother called on the coroner to pass on 
concerns that more could be done to im¬ 
prove river safety, particularly near 
pubs. 

Teddington lifeboatman Andrew But¬ 
terfield warned of the dangers of drunk- 
enly swimming in the Thames, which 
even on hot days can be close to freezing.

‘Hero’ failed to save 
drunk river swimmer

Heroic rescue attempts failed to 
save a drunk property manager 
who tried to swim across the 
River Thames, an inquest heard. 

Laurence Newman died despite 
desperate bids by members of the 
public to pull him from the water 
and resuscitate him after he dis¬ 
appeared while swimming near 
Kingston Bridge. 

The 45-year-old Surbiton man 
jumped into the river near the 
Gazebo pub, where he had been 
drinking, and, egged on by 
crowds of people enjoying the 
sunny weather, swam across the 
river. 

Despite being a strong swimmer 
he began to struggle three-quar¬ 
ters of the way across due to the 
strong current and high level of 
alcohol in his system, West Lon¬ 
don Coroner’s Court heard. 

Philip Green, 34, from Putney, 
dived into the water to try to save 
Mr Newman and a boat of people, 
including a trainee nurse, joined 
the rescue effort at about 7.50pm 
on Saturday, July 30, 2011. 

At the inquest on Tuesday, 
March 13, coroner Alison Thomp¬ 
son commended the rescue efforts

as well as the ambulance service 
and Kingston Hospital, where Mr 
Newman died the following day. 

She said: “Philip Green was 
something of a hero putting him¬ 
self in danger. 

“I think you will agree that’s a 
brave thing to do, to go into the 
river there, and he swam the same 
distance across. 


“The whole episode was sadly 
seen by a large number of people 
and what is clear is that a lot of 
people were involved in rescuing 
him.” 

The inquest heard Mr Newman 
was under water for between six 
to eight minutes and that he had 
269mg of alcohol per lOOmg in his 
blood, which is more than three 
times the drink-drive limit. 

Miss Thompson said: “He had 
already, when he was rescued, in¬ 
haled the river contents and his 
heart had stopped. 

“He succumbed due to the com¬ 
bined effect of alcohol, the low 
water temperature and the strong 
current.” 

The inquest heard Mr Newman 
had a volatile relationship with 
his estranged wife, who appeared 
drunk and upset after the inci¬ 
dent, but the police and court had 
not managed to contact her since. 

But Mr Newman’s mother, 
Pamela Newman, said she had 
spoken to her the day before the 
inquest and did not believe she 
would be attending. 

The cause of death was record¬ 
ed as immersion and as a misad¬ 
venture, on the basis that it was a 
deliberate act with unintended 
consequences.

The Church of England school 


was declared dangerous after 
wooden support beams were 
severely affected by damp in 
November last year. 

Some pupils were taught off¬ 
site for half a term while steel 
structures were installed but en¬ 
gineers, who now visit every two 
weeks, said these would not last 
more than a year. 

Mount Road resident Shaun 
Barrett said he was horrified by 
the plans as the area already ex¬ 
perienced traffic chaos during 
drop-off and pick-up times asso¬ 
ciated with Christ Church and 
Corpus Christi schools. 

He said: “This is supposed to be 
just a temporary measure - but 
the chaos that will ensue gives 
rise to significant concern for 
the safety of children and all the 
residential stakeholders.” 

Councillor Liz Green said the 
council would try its best to alle¬ 
viate traffic problems and said 
alternative sites, including 
Christ Church vicarage and 
Cocks Crescent, had been con¬ 
sidered, but were not suitable.

Tributes to man who 
helped found mosque

Cat Stevens joined hundreds of 
mourners to honour the memory 
of Kingston Muslim Associa¬ 
tion’s founding father. 

Hajee Mubarik Ali, elder and 
trustee and founder of the 
mosque, died aged 88 on Wednes¬ 
day, March 7, at St George’s 
Hospital after a long illness. 

Worshippers paid tribute to 
him on Friday, March 9, as the 
man who brought a mosque to 
Kingston. 

Two police motorbikes led the 
funeral procession to the Muslim 
section of Surbiton cemetery 
where he was buried. 

His son-in-law, Yusuf Islam, 
known as Cat Stevens before his 
conversion, said: “He was a 
mountain of a man and when 
mountains disappear, the 
scenery changes. That’s what it is 
like now.” 

Sir Iqbal Sacranie, 59, former 
secretary general of the Muslim 
Council who lives in New 
Malden, said: “It is a very sad day 
for the community, not just for 
Kingston but I think wherever he 
was known.” 

The ability of Mr Ali, who 
worked for the Ministry of 
Defence in procurement, to pro¬ 
vide interest-free loans was vital 
to the mosque’s founding mem¬ 
bers being able to buy the former 
Royal British Legion building.

Rashid Laher, former chairman 
of the mosque and a retired 
British Army major, said: “With¬ 
out his crucial support we would¬ 
n’t have been able to get our feet 
in the door.” 

Kingston Mosque’s community 
liason officer Rizwan Khaliq said: 
“It was due to his vision this 
mosque was built and around the 
mosque a community emerged. 

“The best thing we can do is 
build upon his legacy in a 
positive way.” 

Mr Ali was given a mayor’s 
award a few years ago for his role 
in the community by then mayor 
Shiraz Mirza.

Kingston Inspector Jaiye 
Warwick-Saunders, representing 
borough commander Chief Su¬ 
perintendent Martin Greenslade 
at the funeral, said the police es¬ 
cort was “a mark of respect from 
the Metropolitan Police Service 
and an acknowledgement of the 
service Mr Ali provided to the 
community”.

Readers are being called on to 
help reunite the family of a 
British gold star racer with his 
letters archiving his experiences. 

Victor Hood, who lived in Ten¬ 
nyson Avenue, New Malden, com¬ 
peted with the British 
Motor-Cycle Racing Club at 
Brooklands race track in Wey- 
bridge before the Second World 
War. 

He was one of only 180 riders to 
be awarded the British Motor- 
Cycle Racing Club gold star for 
his win in a five-lap competition, 
in which he raced at speeds of 
more than lOOmph, in June, 25, 
1938. 

The former RAF captain’s mo¬ 
torbike has been at the Norfolk 
Motorcycle Museum for 18 years 
where a volunteer recently dis¬ 
covered 12 letters sent to a Nor¬ 
wich man who bought the Rudge 
TT replica. 

Now Andrew Neall, from the 
Norfolk motorcycle museum that 
houses Captain Hood’s old 
Rudge, said: “We would like to 
find out more about Vic and his 
racing career. Did he race again 
after the war? 

“We would be delighted to let 
any descendants have copies of 
the letters. They are motorcycle 
and social history to us but family 
history to them.” 

Capt Hood raced almost exclu¬ 
sively at Brooklands between 1935 
and 1939 and took part in 16 races 
on his Rudge motorcycle. His last 
appearance before serving his

country at RAF Westcott was also 
the final British Motor-Cycle Rac¬ 
ing Club meeting before the Sec¬ 
ond World War and the last at 
Brooklands.
